EXTENSION oF EFFECTIVE DATE OF STATUTE 
yor CERTAIN SpEcIFIgED Foop ADDITIVES 


The Commissioner of Food and Drugs, 
pursuant to the authority provided in the 
Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act 
(sec. 6(c), Public Law 85-929; 72 Stat. 
1788; 21 U.S.C., note under sec. 342) and 
delegated to him by the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare (23 F.R. 
9500), hereby authorizes the use in foods 
of certain additives for which tolerances 
have not yet been established or petitions 
therefor denied. It is ordered, That the 
food additive regulations (24 F.R. 2434, 
25 F.R. 343, 404, 1074, 1727, 1944) be 
amended by inserting in § 121.86 the 
following new items: 


§ 121.86 Extension of effective date of 
statute for certain specified food ad- 
ditives as direct additives to food, 


On the basis of data supplied in ac- 
cordance with § 121.85 and findings that 
no undue risk to the public health is in- 
volved and that conditions exist that 
make necessary the prescribing of an 
additional period of time for obtaining 
tolerances or denials of tolerances or for 
granting exemptions from tolerances, the 
following additives may be used in food, 
under certain specifird conditions, for a 
period of 1 year from March 6, 1960, or 
until regulations shall have been issued 
establishing or denying tolerances or 
exemptions from the requirement of tol- 
erances, in accordance with section 409 
of the act, whichever occurs first:
